Merger bridges the 
gap between local 
Cowbridge-Pontfaen 
Probus memberships 


EARLIER this year, the 
former Cowbridge and 
Pontfaen Probus Clubs agreed 
to merge forming the new 
Cowbridge Pontfaen Probus 
Club, with Derek Day as 
president. 

We are still waiting to hear from a 
few members of the two former clubs, 
but it looks as if the new club will 
have an initial membership of about 
50 - quite a healthy number. 

The speaker in May, our third 
meeting, was Stephen Jones whose 
talk ‘Web of Iron’ was about the 
development of suspension bridges. 

The first hanging bridges were 
originally found in mountainous 
regions, like South America and Tibet, 
but came into more general use 
around the world. 

They were fine, if scary, for foot 
passengers and pack animals, but not 
for heavier traffic and, during the 
early 19th century, the iron chain 
suspension bridge was developed, 
where the deck was rigid enough for 
wagons and carriages. 


Suspension bridges now became 
common, including Thomas Telford’s 
famous Menai Bridge and the Clifton 
Suspension Bridge, based on a design 
by Isambard Kingdom Brunei. 

Mr Jones stressed a local 
connection via Captain Brown who 
founded the Brown Lennox in 
Pontypridd. Captain Brown was 
involved in the design of bridges, 
while the company supplied much of 
the ironwork. Altogether a most 
interesting talk very well illustrated 
by excellent pictures. 

The new club meets on the first 
Wednesday of the month at the Bear 
Hotel, Cowbridge and we have a very 
interesting programme of talks lined 
up (except June when I have to fill 
in).

He added: “We can 
take this vote through to 
the Welsh Assembly 
elections.” 

Ian Johnson of Plaid 
saw a modest increase in 
his vote from 2,667 in 
2010 to 2,869.

Vale - exceeding Chris 
Franks’ total of 2,867 in 
2001. 

Coun Johnson said: “I

The turnout of 51,293 
people was 71.1 per cent, 
an increase from 2010’s 
69.3 per cent.

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Confusion and despair as second big 
earthquake damages Nepal villages 


REPORT by PHILIP IRWIN || 



THIS week, The 
GEM intended to 
print a follow-up to 
last week’s story 
about the 
Cowbridge-based 
charity run by 
David Allen and 
his daughter 
Samantha Tamang. 

Readers may recall 
that their charity had 
built three schools in 
isolated Nepalese 
villages and, at the time 
of writing last week, 
they were waiting 
anxiously for news - of 
the condition of the 
schools, and also of 
friends living in the 
villages and in 
Kathmandu. 

However, any good 
news coming out of the 
area was placed in 
limbo on Monday, when 
another large 
earthquake, 7.3 on the 
Richter scale, hit Nepal 
again. 

Speaking last 


Friday - before the 
second earthquake 
struck - Samantha told 
The GEM that all three 
schools were reported to 
be still standing, but 
that cracks had 
appeared in at least one, 
and it was closed until 
building safety experts 
could look at it. 

However, all that 
changed when the 
second earthquake 
struck, and it appears 
that the epicentre for 
this one is closer to the 
villages where the 
charity operates than 
was the first. 

Samantha said: “My 
husband Raju was 
actually talking to his 
brother on the phone, 
when the second quake 
happened. 

“The ground rose a 
couple of feet and then 
the phone went dead. 
Fortunately, he was able 
to get back in touch 
soon after and tell Raju 
that his family were 


safe, but it sounds as if 
the villages may have 
been badly damaged.” 

Communications 
were in a dreadful state 
after the first quake, so 
the situation now is 
chaotic. 

Buildings that were 
badly damaged by the 
first quake are very 


likely to have collapsed 
now. 

Samantha said: “One 
thing we know for 
certain is that the 
epicentre was closer this 
time. We have been told 
that none of the children 
and villagers had been 
harmed, but it is hard to 
be sure.” 


The GEM hopes to 
have more news about 
the local schools, which 
are in the villages of 
Goredhunga and 
Upallmudi, next week.

W E object to 
t h e 
planning 
application for the 
construction of a 
link road 

connecting 
Cowbridge by-pass 
with Llantwit 
Major, as this 
outline application 
is associated with a 
mixed use 

residential 
development of 
approximately 390 
houses. 

A public inquiry was 
held in May/June 2003 to 
hear Bellway Homes’ 
appeal against refusal to 
grant permission for a 
similar link road on this 
site, with the key 
difference that this was 
for 145 houses - ie 245 
less than the current 
proposal. The Vale 
Council vigorously 


defended its position not 
to grant planning 
permission and engaged 
Counsel, Morag Ellis 
who, together with Rob 
Thomas, then head of 
planning and 

transportation, presented 
the council’s case. 

The main points made 
by the council were: 

a) walking and cycling 
were not likely to be 
favoured by its residents 
because of the site and 
gradient in relation to the 
town centre; 

b) even with a link 
road there would be a net 
increase in traffic 
through the town centre; 

c) the proposals would 

represent an 

unacceptable extension 
of development into the 
countryside which would 
be hannful to the setting 
of Cowbridge and the 
character and appearance 
of the countryside.

proposal for 145 houses, 
are still valid. They must 
be magnified when 
considered against this 
much larger development 
of 390 homes. 

There are insufficient 
car parking spaces in 
Cowbridge and this 
results in the town being 
gridlocked at times. This 
proposed development 
would exacerbate the 
problem, will deter 
people from visiting or 
shopping and so reduce 
the vitality of the area. 
We would refute that the 
proposal is sustainable, 
especially with poor 
public transport. 

The cabinet member 
for regeneration, 

innovation, planning and 
transportation at the Vale 
council meeting on 
March 4, 2015 in 

response to a question on 
the LDP said that: 
“National policy advises 
that new settlements on 
greenfield sites are 
unlikely to be 
appropriate in Wales, and 
should only be proposed 
where such development 
would offer significant 
environmental, social 
and economic 

advantages over the 
further expansion or 
regeneration of existing 
settlements.” 

The council in 2003 
considered the site and 
surrounding area 

‘predominantly open 
rural farmland’ and there 
have been no 
developments in that area 
since. 

We maintain that the 
Darren Earm (described 
on this application as 
land at North West 
Cowbridge) is a 
greenfield site and that 
there are no significant 
reasons why it should be 
considered as suitable for 
development. 

The LDP Deposit Plan 
also describes this as a 
greenfield site, and on 
land to the north and west 
of Darren Close. While 
this proposes it for 
housing development, 
the draft plan still has to 
be approved by the 
Welsh Government. 

It is unfortunate that 
the developers have 
submitted a planning 
application in advance of 
this. We can only 
conclude that they are 
concerned that the Welsh 
Government Planning 
Inspectorate may reject 
the proposals at the LDP 
stage, which would be in 
line with the planning 
inspector who presided 
over an inquiry in 2003 
for a much smaller 
development. 

These are the main 
reasons that we, as local 
ward members, object to 
the proposals and urge 
the members of the 
planning committee to 
support us and the local 
population by refusing 
planning permission.

"Housing needs 
data out of date’ 


THE Vale Council 
has a hnal 
opportunity to 
reconsider its 
requirement for 
10,450 new houses to 
be built by 2026 
when it determines 
its proposed changes 
in the Deposit LDP. 

This requirement was 
assessed on the basis of 
statistics produced in 
2008, and they are now 
seven years out of date. 
There is a more than 
adequate supply of 
robust evidence that the 
realistic requirement for 
houses is very much 
lower than 10,450. 

It would be ludicrous 
for the council to 
maintain a strategy 
based on a highly 
inflated requirement, 
thus causing irreparable 
damage to the 
environment of the Vale, 
particularly destroying 
the rural nature of some 
villages which have 
grown steadily by 
evolution over many 
centuries. 

If the requirement is 
retained, a substantially 
excessive amount of 
land will become 
blighted by inclusion in 
allocated sites. 
Unnecessary planning 
applications will be 
submitted and approved, 
resulting in huge 
windfalls for the 
landowners. 

Many of the houses 
will not be built by 
2026, as to do so would 
create a large glut in the 
market. This cannot be 
in the interests of any of 
the residents of the Vale, 
other than the small 
number of affected 
landowners. 

In its representation 
letter in 2013, the Welsh 
Government maintained

pressure for at least 
10,450 houses, even 
though it acknowledged 
the substantial 
downward trend in 
population growth in the 
Vale shown by statistics 
updated to 2011. 

In a recent letter, the 
Welsh Government has 
made it abundantly clear 
that it “...does not direct 
local authorities on the 
scale or location of 
development proposals,” 
and “...does not set a 
specific housing target 
for LDPs to achieve.” 

There is a more than 
adequate supply of 
robust evidence that the 
realistic requirement for 
houses in the period to 
2026 is a figure very 
much lower than 10,450. 

The determination of 
the number of houses 
required is the sole 
responsibility of the Vale 
Council, subject only to 
any changes made by the 
Inspector. It is not a 
figure which can or 
should be imposed by 
the Welsh Government. 

The council should 
recommend a substantial 
reduction in the 
requirement together 
with other consequential 
changes including the 
deletion from the LDP of 
allocated sites which are 
no longer required. 

The council has the 
opportunity and 
responsibility to avoid 
unnecessary and serious 
destruction of parts of 
the Vale. The council 
should shoulder this 
responsibility and not 
hide behind the 
unjustified and out-dated 
demand by the Welsh 
Government.

PARENTS Hannah and Ian Hicks experienced 
mixed emotions when they found out they were 
expecting their second child. 

Although excited by the news, they were also 
terrified that their unborn baby would have the same 
life-limiting condition as their daughter, Alice. 

It was during their 20-week scan that the couple 
found out that little Alice had hydranencephaly. The 
condition means that her brain isn’t fully formed and 
she is sadly expected to die in childhood. 

Thankfully, scans revealed that their second child 
was healthy but it was still a stressful nine months 
for the Cardiff couple as they waited for their 
daughter, Sophia, to be bom. 

“I had scans every four weeks, to make sure 
everything was okay,” said Hannah. “Even though 
we were told that there was a one in a million chance 
that Sophia would have the same condition, we still 
couldn’t fully relax until she was bom. It was such 
a relief when we found out she was fine.” 

Alice was referred to Ty Hafan, the hospice for 
children in Wales at Sully when she was a few weeks 
old, after she spent her first 15 days fighting for her 
life at the neo-natal unit at the University Hospital of 
Wales. 

“As it became increasingly clear the doctors could 
do nothing more to help her, they suggested we took 
her for end-of-life care at Ty Hafan,” said Ian. 
“Being told by our doctors that we would have to go 
to Ty Hafan felt like the end, but it turned out to be 
a new beginning.” 

Alice pulled through those early weeks and, at 20 
months old, is now doing incredibly well, with 
specialists even discussing the possibility of her 
going to school in the future. Hannah said; “She is 
almost two and is doing so much better than anyone 
ever predicted. She is verbalising and tries to say 
mamma. It’s so nice to see her improving.” 

The new family addition has completed the 
family. Hannah said: “Having two girls under two is 
wonderful but it can be hard work at times! They 
already have an amazing bond and we adore both of 
them.” 


Ty Hafan’s support doesn’t stop for the family, 
who recently visited the hospice for short-break care. 
“There are so many ways Ty Hafan continues to be 
there for our family,” said Ian, “from the visits and 
phone calls from our family support practitioner, 
Hayley, to the short breaks we have at the hospice. 

“They help make sure every moment we have 
with Alice is spent creating memories that will last 
forever. We know that when the time comes, and 
Alice reaches the end of her life, they will support us 
through that, too.” 

The family is again supporting the charity’s 
summer Precious Moments appeal, being launched 
in Children’s Hospice Week (May 11-17) to raise 


vital funds for Ty Hafan. 

Jenna Lewis, Ty Hafan’s Head of Individual 
Giving, said: “Making Every Moment Count’ is the 
theme for this year’s Children’s Hospice Week. Our 
Precious Moments appeal highlights the importance 
of creating memories and the crucial role that Ty 
Hafan plays in helping families make the most of the 
time they have left together.

WHAT a difference 
a day makes! Or in 
this case, a month. 

From a mainly sunny 
April we now have wind, 
rain and very variable 
temperatures. 

The five colonies here 
at FonMon are looking 
good, although one 
colony is showing a few 
bees with deformed 
wings, and the cause of 
this is the predation of 
theVarroa mite. 

A visit from the bee 
inspector to check the 
health of each colony has 
been carried out and all is 
well, with of course a 
cautionary note to 
continue with my Varroa 
monitoring programme. 

The colonies are now 
expanding and with 
queens laying daily, it is 
my job to carry out 
regular inspections and 


to provide extra room to 
accommodate these busy 
queens. 

What is a regular 
inspection? Well, once a 
week is the aim - but, of 
course, this is going to be 
entirely dependent on the 
weather: opening a 

colony in poor conditions 
ie wind, rain or cool 
days, is not to be 
recommended. On some 
occasions, it has to be 
done, especially if the 
health of a colony is 
suspect. 

What am 1 looking for 
when 1 open up a colony 
of bees and reach the 
lower section (the brood 
area)? Can 1 actually see 
the queen: maybe not, 
but it is not essential that 
you do so. If eggs can be 
observed in the cells, or 
larvae are present and, of 
course, sealed-over 
larvae are there, then you 


have a colony that is 
proceeding normally, and 
providing room for 
expansion is all they 
require from you. 

Apart from the lower 
box (brood box) there are 
the upper boxes known 
as supers (because they 
are superimposed on the 
brood box). In these, the 
bees store the nectar and 
pollen. 

Given fair weather, 
these boxes can fill very 
rapidly and you must try 
to keep up; failure to 
provide room is one of 
the major causes of 
swarming. 

All beekeepers 

experience the swarming 
of their bees at some time 
or another, and we are 
not always adept enough 
to prevent it. 

Swarm prevention 
methods are many and 
varied and beekeepers

will end up trying several 
of them over their time as 
beekeepers. All that 
being said, we are now 
well into our beekeeping 
year and we are ever 
hopeful of a summer akin 
to the one last year. If 
this happens, then the 
bees will respond to the 
nice weather and be out 
seeking sources of said 
pollen and nectar. 

Given fair conditions, 
bees (the ladies are the 
ones that do all the work) 
gather in more than they 
really require and it is the 
amount that is surplus to 
their requirements that 1, 
the beekeeper, remove 
for myself. 

The education of new 
beekeepers is under way 
at the Dyffryn training 
apiary and as the year 
progresses, on each of 
my visits to check on the 
progress of the colonies, 
our newcomers will be 
invited to attend as well. 
This will give them 
‘hands on’ experience, 
plus confidence in the 
handling of open 
colonies. 

Those of you with 
access to the internet 
need only tap in 
‘beekeeping’ and you 
may be there forever. You 
can, of course, have 
access to video footage if 
you tap into your search 
box ‘beekeeping 

YouTube’ and this will 
reveal much more of the 
life in the bee colony.

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‘SEISMIC’ RESULTS STUN THE PARTIES 

How small numbers 
had massive impact in 
shock general election 


ONE of the puzzles of the general election 
is how such a surprise - seismic and 
shocking are just two of the adjectives 
bandied about - can be triggered by such 
small numbers. 

Consider the following figures - the swing from 
Labour to Conservative in the constituencies that 
are in The OEM’s circulation area. 

In Bridgend, where Labour’s Madeleine Moon 
held her seat, the swing from Labour to 
Conservative was all of 0.5 per cent. 

In Ogmore, Huw Irranca-Davies also held it for 
Labour with a swing to the Conservatives of 0.6 per 
cent. 

In the Vale, number 63 in Labour’s top 100 
targets, Alun Cairns increased his majority but even 
here the swing from Labour to the Conservatives 
was only 2.28 per cent. 

The only seat to go against this tide was Cardiff 
South and Penarth, where Labour’s Stephen 
Doughty increased his majority, with the swing 
reversed, going from Conservative to Labour to the 
tune of 2.8 per cent. 

These don’t look like the sort of numbers that can 
change the political landscape, but they did. 

You would not at first glance imagine that a 
Labour leader would need to fall on his sword so 
quickly - but Ed Miliband was gone before lunch 
the following day. 


Of course, the polling organisations - misled by 
the “shy Tories” - had predicted a swing in the other 
direction, so everyone (including the media) was 
completely caught out. 

You can’t help wondering if Ed Miliband would 
have felt obliged to hurry off so quickly if the earlier 
polls had been more accurate. As it was, that 
‘shocking’ exit poll left everyone stunned. 

The big numbers in this election were to be found 
outside of the top two - as the collapse in the Lib- 
Dem vote was more dramatic than anyone could 
have foreseen. 

In the four seats listed in this article, the Lib- 
Dems lost their deposit in each one. ‘Carnage’ 
seems to be the only appropriate word. 

In 2010 in the Vale, Eluned Parrot polled 7,403, 
but last Thursday, David Morgan recorded just 
1,309 - a staggering fall of over 6,000 votes. 

In Bridgend, the Lib-Dems fell from 8,658 in 
2010 to 1,648 - more than 7,000. 

In Cardiff South and Penarth, the Lib-Dem vote 
plummeted from 9,875 to 2,318 - a fall of 7,657. 

In Ogmore, the fall was still bad, but smaller - 
from 5,260 to 1,072 - more than 4,000. 

So, where did the Lib-Dem vote go? It’s tempting 
to say that they went to UKIP, but that is an over¬ 
simplification. 

Anyway, in each seat the UKIP vote is up, but not 
by as many as there were Lib-Dem defections. 

Bridgend MP Madeleine Moon told The GEM

that some Lib-Dem votes had traditionally been 
‘protest votes’ - and she felt that those had gone to 
UKIP. 

However, the destination of committed Lib- 
Dems was more complex. 

Kevin Mahoney, who stood for UKIP in the Vale, 
told The GEM: “I expected some Lib-Dem voters to 
go to Labour, although I’m sure that we did get a 
share. 

“However, in Barry we felt that Labour voters 
were switching to us - and the fear of a Labour SNP 
link-up was the biggest factor there.” 

Eor Plaid Cymru, it was another frustrating 
election. No deposits were lost in the four seats 
below, but some of the candidates came pretty close. 

There had been hopes that Leanne Wood’s group 
hug with Nicola Sturgeon and Natalie Bennett at the 
candidates’ debate would sprinkle a bit of Scots 
Nats’ magic on the party, but it proved to be illusory. 

The four seats represent two extremes in one 
way. Campaigning was very energetic in the Vale, 
with the Conservatives putting all their resources 
into defending the seat, while Labour were reported 
to have switched some canvassers from Cardiff 
North to the Vale. 

Bridgend was very different, due to the sad death 
of Madeleine Moon’s husband, Steve. Mrs Moon 
told The GEM that Labour did not campaign at all 
for the first three weeks, and the tragic event meant 
that it was all very low-key. 

In the end though, the result wasn’t far out of step 
with the other local seats. It tends to confirm the line 
of thought that says that UK national issues such as 
the economy, and how the respective leaders 
performed, were the key elements. 

Eor UKIP, Kevin Mahoney said he was looking 
forward to the Assembly elections in 12 months 
time, and one suspects that the other parties are 
not - with the exception of the Conservatives. 

The Welsh Conservative Leader Andrew RT 
Davies AM, said: “This has been an incredible night 
for Welsh Conservatives. 

“These results are a giant leap forward for the 
party and I am extremely pleased for all our 
Members of Parliament - and for every candidate in 
Wales; all have made huge efforts during this 
campaign. 

“This success is testament to our huge progress 
and good work for our country.” 

He congratulated Alun Cairns, saying: “Alun’s 
increased majority was a reward for the hard work 
which he has undertaken on behalf of his 
constituents here in the Vale.” 

Mr Davies added: “Another winner should not be 
forgotten. With Byron, Chris and James now joining 
Glyn and David (as MPs), I am glad to see the name 
Davies making further huge strides north and south 
- east and west!”

Confession time - 
while I have a passing 
knowledge of Spooks, 
I’ve never settled down 
to watch an episode of 
it. I’m aware of the 
ongoing rotation of 
secret agents who have 
graced the show through 
the years (from Richard 
Armitage to Matthew 
Macfadyen, Hermione 
Norris to Miranda 
Raison), that deaths are 
gruesome and shocking 
(one involved a deep fat 
fryer) and the marketing 
slogan “MI5 not 9 to 5”, 
but aside from that I am 
very much in the dark. 

Any worries that The 
Greater Good was a 
treat for fans only, 
however, were soon 
assuaged by a solidly 
realised film that 
certainly makes passing 
nods to the past, but also 
looks firmly to a future, 
playing like a British 
take on 24, full of twists 
and turns, drama and 
spectacle. While it 
never quite makes the 
leap from good to great, 
it’s still an espionage 
drama well worth 
investing in, fan or no 
fan. 

More than just a 
procession of shoot-outs 
and set-pieces. The 
Greater Good aims for 
the mind, fashioning a 
story where you can’t 
trust anyone at face 
value and that anything 


could happen at any 
moment. 

This edge of your seat 
storytelling is not just 
compelling but also 
wonderfully taut - you 
don’t need gun fights to 
create tension, just two 
characters warily 
assessing the situation 
and the fact that neither 
knows what the other 
may or may not do. 

The story here is 
anchored around series 
mainstay Peter Firth as 
Harry Pearce, and his 
attempts to get to the 
bottom of how a terrorist 
suspect escaped custody. 
While the posters would 
have you think 
otherwise. Firth is very 
much to the forefront of 
the story, and while Kit 
Harrington may do the 
physical lifting, it’s 
Firth’s tremendous 
performance that drives 
the story. 

Quietly charismatic, 
Pearce will go to great 
lengths for the titular 
greater good (a point 
rather too broadly 
hammered home in the 
film’s climax) and it’s 
his murky moral 
compass that provides 
the real meat here, the 
film asking questions of 
what is right and what is 
wrong. 

Harrington impresses 
as the former spy 
coerced into chasing 
down Harry, even if he 


isn’t overly good at 
doing it, Pearce always 
seemingly outwitting to 
an almost embarrassing 
degree; indeed, as the 
wonderful Tim 
Mclnnemy wonderfully 
puts it; “I can see why 
he decommissioned 
you”. 

Yet aside from this, 
Harrington provides a 
solid outing with a 
relatively 
underdeveloped 
character, acting as the 
audience’s eyes and ears. 

Director Bharat 
Nalluri’s TV background 
does show in the visual 
economy of the piece, 
but he imbues the piece 
with no end of tension 
and drama, cleverly 
highlighting the fact that 
you don’t necessarily 
need to go globetrotting 
to create a worthy spy 
thriller. 

Where the film does 
lose points is in having a 
villain whose reputation 
is greater than his 
actions, Elyes Gabel’s 
Qasim feeling no more 
than a rote terrorist, 
despite suggestions to 
the contrary, while some 
story strands feel ill- 
resolved (the fate of 
Will’s father, for 
example) and 
undercooked. 

However Spooks: The 
Greater Good is a 
dependable thriller that 
entertains without ever 


catching fire; it may 
have a little more cache 
for those fans of the 
series, but even 
newcomers will find 
much to savour here. 

VERDICT: A solidly 
satisfying big screen 
outing for a TV show. 
Spooks: The Greater 
Good transfers to 
cinemas with success. A 
powerful central turn 


from Peter Firth makes 
this engaging, twist- 
filled effort worth 
watching for both 
hardened fans and those 
who are uneducated in 
the ways of the show. 
Enjoyable.

WOMAN IN GOLD 

- DON’T TRUST THE TRAILER 


MOVIE trailers are notorious 
for giving a false impression of 
a film, writes Philip Irwin. 

All the best bits get crammed into 
two minutes, making a dull effort look 
dazzling. 

So, who on earth put together the 
trailer for Woman in Gold? - because it 
does the opposite and undersells what 
is a really fine film. 

Viewers of the trailer see Helen 
Mirren playing Maria Altman, an 
eccentric lady with an eastern 
European accent, and we are told it is a 
legal drama about her attempt to 
reclaim her family’s paintings, looted 
by the Nazis when they took control of 
Austria. 

The paintings, all by Gustaf Klimt, 
now hang in Austria’s national 
museum, and the most famous by far is 
of Maria’s aunt Adele, the Woman in 
Gold. 

To this end, she recruits a young 
American lawyer, E Randol 
Schoenberg, played by Ryan Reynolds, 
to take the Austrian government to 
court. 

However, Woman in Gold is much 


more than a quirky legal drama. 

There is an extended flash back to 
the Nazi occupation, capturing the 
turmoil and tragedy of the time, and 
bringing tears to your eyes when Maria 
and her husband make the decision to 
flee. 

There’s a brilliantly-shot, tension- 
packed sequence when they escape 
their Gestapo minders, and then the 
film returns to the present day, giving a 
strong cast a fine script to work with. 

Mirren and Reynolds take the lion’s 
share of the acting plaudits, but there 
are fine performances by Daniel Bruhl, 
as an Austrian who is dealing with his 
own demons as a result of the war, and 
Jonathan Pryce, as the chief justice of 
the US Supreme Court. 

It’s good to see Katie Holmes back 
on screen after the Tom Cruise years - 
she plays Reynolds’ wife, and Tatiana 
Maslany, who plays the young Helen 
Mirren, is one to watch for the future. 

Woman in Gold may have moved on 
from the multiplexes, but it is well 
worth catching this thought-provoking 
and well-written British film if you get 
the chance.

Council launches 
new 3G pitches... 

BUT ATHLETICS CLUB 
SAYS IT WILL LOSE OUT 


THE Vale Council has 
announced that it will be 
investing in five new all- 
weather 3G sports pitches, 
including one at Barry’s 
Jenner Park Stadium, to allow 
a greater number of teams of 
all ages and abilities to use the 
ground. 

The council will also be installing 
four five-a-side 3G pitches at the 
Colcot Sports Centre. However, 
athletics club Barry & Vale Harriers is 
opposed to the plan. 

Coun Gwyn John, cabinet member 
for visible services, said: “With this 
project, we are delivering yet more 
opportunities for people of all ages and 
abilities to get involved in sport in the 
Vale. 

“The plan that has been agreed by 
cabinet marks the start of an exciting 
sporting and community legacy project 
which will help us continue our work 
to regenerate Barry.” 

The council believes installation of 
the all-weather pitches will 
dramatically reduce the cost of 
maintaining and running both sites, 
and even greater savings may be 
possible if facilities were in future 
managed by an external partner, as is 
the case with the county’s leisure 
centres. This will now be investigated. 

A Barry & Vale Harriers 
spokeswoman said that the club had 
over 100 years association with Jenner 
Park and is completely opposed to the 
3G pitch. 


She continued: “Despite requesting 
several meetings with Vale councillors, 
and also Vale MP Alun Cairns, no-one 
from the Vale Council has been 
available to meet Barry & Vale 
Harriers, or Welsh Athletics, since the 
publication of the 3G Pitch Feasibility 
Report. 

“The council states that the athletics 
facilities will not be affected. Can the 
Vale Council offer us a training facility 
when construction begins in 12 weeks 
time, right in the middle of our 
competition season? 

“Can the Vale Council guarantee 
that Jenner Park will not lose any lanes 
of track? Can the Vale Council offer us 
a facility for javelin throwing? 

“For many years the athletics 
community has had to fight for money 
to be spent on the track at Jenner Park. 
Time and again we were told there was 
no money available and yet the Vale 
Council now has funding for several 
3G pitches at the Colcot and Jenner 
Park. 

“Jenner Park is a community facility 
not just a footballing one. The athletics 
community, which includes Welsh 
schools and Vale schools and disability 
sports groups, will suffer from the 
installation of a 3G pitch. 

“An on-line petition has been set up 
by Barry & Vale Harriers and over 500 
people have signed. We hope that more 
people will join us in opposing this 
decision. 

“Barry & Vale Harriers, along with 
Welsh Athletics, will continue to fight 
the decision.”

crossing the line. 

As the day progressed. 
The Peggy, Jan Roelan 
and Olga retired from the 
race with several crew 
members suffering from 
the heavy seas which on 
occasions swept right 
across the decks. 

Mascotte carried the 
ebb tide as far as 
Ilfracombe as the wind 
had eased she anchored 
for several hours until, 
with a fresh wind, she 
rounded the Horseshoe 


Buoy, the first mark, just 
after midnight, then 
sailed on to a buoy off 
Swansea. 

In the meantime, the 
only other boat left in the 
race was the 38 foot 
Dolphin built in 1909.

UR columnist 
Brian Lee, 
who has been 
writing about the 
Welsh horse racing 
scene for almost 
half-a-century, takes 
another look at 
some of his press 
clippings. 

A report of mine 
which appeared in the 
now sadly long defunct 
The Sporting Life, under 
the heading ‘Banned 
Bowles Goes To 
Ireland’, on June 4, 

1990, read: “Warned off 
Welsh trainer John 
Bowles is leaving 
Crickhowell to live in 
Ireland. Bowles, 46, 
failed in an Appeal 
Court bid last year to 
clear his name for his 
part in a ringer scandal 
10 years ago. He said: ‘I 
am going to live in a 
little place called 
Dooleek.’ 

“The former amateur 
rider added: “I am fed 
up with not being able to 
sWe in my son Lee’s 
success and not being 
able to take part in the 
sport I love.” 

“This season Lee 
Bowles has trained 11 
point-to-point winners 
and on Saturday he 
received the Belstaff 
Point-To-Point Owners’ 
Association Award, 
which he won with The 
Screamin Demon. He is 
also the owner trainer of 
Wales’ leading point-to- 
pointer Katesville. 

“Last season, John 
Bowles, who had been 
fined £500 for attending 
Cheltenham and point- 
to-points the previous 
year, defied a Jockey 
Club ban by attending 
point-to-point meetings. 
But this season he 
decided to stay away so 
that his son, as he put it, 
‘would not be hounded.’ 

“Bowles lost his 
trainers’ licence in 1980 
and was declared a 
disqualified person for 
20 years after a jury 
found that in 1978 he 
had switched his 10- 


year-old In The Money 
with Cobbler’s March, a 
winner of six races, in a 
selling hurdle at Newton 
Abbot’s Bank Holiday 
Monday meeting. 

“Bowles said he 
would only return home 
from time to time to take 
care of his business 
interests.” 

Bowles died in 
Ireland last year, but his 
remains were returned to 
Crickhowell for burial. I 
remember on one 
occasion at the Talybont 
Hunt Point-To-Point 
Steeplechases, when 
Bowles had been banned 
from attending meetings, 
I walked into the 
sponsors’ tent only to 
find him sitting at a table 
drink in hand and 
holding court with some 
of the officials. Seeing 
me, he shouted out: 
“Brian, you wrote some 
terrible things about me 
in the paper.” 

Sadly, as a result of a 
race riding accident, 
Andrew James is 
wheelchair-bound but he 
is always in good spirits 
and delights in taking 
the mick out of me every 
time he sees me on the 
racecourse. 

Under the heading 
“Farrier James Rides His 
50th Winner” alongside 
a handsome head and 
shoulder picture of him, 

I informed readers of a 
local paper: 
“Abergavenny farrier 
Andrew James, 31, 
chalked-up his 50th 
winner when winning 
the Charlie Knipe 
Hunter Chase at 
Hereford races last 
Saturday, on Harold 
Morris’s Dashalong. 
James, who has ridden 
48 winners between-the- 
flags, was landing his 
second under Rules.” 

James said: 

“Dashalong hit the first 
fence very hard and 
made the birch fly in all 
directions, but he’s a 
clever jumper and we 
were able to make nearly 
all the running.” 

Dashalong won by 
three lengths from John

James can 
be forgiven if he had 
cause to feel some slight 
embarrassment in 
beating Mr Edwards’ 
horse into second place. 
For it was James who, in 
his role as farrier, shod 
Wally Wrekin before the 
race.’ 

Welsh point-to-pointer 
Timber Tool, owned by 
Bill Evans and his wife 
Mary, the former Mrs 
Rhys Williams of 
Llancarfan who rode 
successfully in point-to- 
points herself, came in 
for some stick in The 
Sporting Life Point-To- 
Point Annual and it 
made me see red. 

So under the heading 
‘Pot Hunting Timber 
Took I wrote: “In his 
article on the 10 best 
point-to-pointers of last 
season, Jonathan 
Neesom writes: ''Timber 
Tool is the first winner 
of the Daily Telegraph 
Cup, the new sponsors 
of the trophy for the 
horse who wins the most 
point-to-points in a 
season. It is a fact that 
horses who aim for this 
title inevitably do their 
share of ‘pot hunting’, 
and Timber Tool, in 


truth, beat little in seven 
of his 11 wins (including 
a walk-over).” 

I wrote: “It is grossly 
unfair of Mr Neesom to 
suggest that Timber 
Tool’s connections were, 
as he puts it, ‘pot 
hunting’. Timber Tool 
took on all comers and 
set a record of sorts by 
winning every men’s 
open race that took place 
during the season in the 
west Wales area. 
Eurthermore, I recall 
Mrs Evans, wife of the 
owner Bill Evans, telling 
me that they didn’t want 
to win the Daily 
Telegraph Trophy by a 
walk-over and that is 
why they made their 
long trip to Devon at the 
end of the season when 
the championship trophy 
had already been won, 
so to speak. 

“In the event. Timber 
Tool had 11 wins 
(including that walk¬ 
over) to the West 
Country’s Gerry Doyle’s 
nine wins”. 

To be fair to Mr 
Neesom, he did have 
some nice things to say 
about Timber Tool. Eor 
instance: “However, the 
manner of his racing 
does him credit. On 
nine of his 10 wins he 
recorded the fastest time 


of 

the meeting, blazing a 
trail from flag fall and 
defying the opposition to 
stay with him.” 

My good friend 
Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn earned the 
wrath of officials at the 
Tredegar Earmers 
meeting and under the 
heading ‘Stewards 
Summon Jockey’ I 
wrote: “Reigning Welsh 
champion John 
Llewellyn was called 
before the stewards for 
excessive use of the 
whip at the Tredegar 
Earmers Hunt Point-To- 
Point after winning the 
men’s open race on the 
Tredegar mare. Miss 
Daffodil. He was given a 
warning and the incident 
has been reported to the 
Jockey Club. Miss 
Daffodil, owned by 
Mark Dent, won by 
three quarters of a length 
from Lord Charles after 
the pair had raced neck 
and neck along the run- 
in.” 

I also reported that 
Tim Jones had 
recaptured his Welsh 


riders’ 

championship title and 
that “he has ridden 20 
winners this season, 
including two under 
rules”. 

Tim won the 
members’ race on Tudor 
Girl and the maiden on 
Goodbye Roscoe. I also 
reported that Answer To 
Prayer, owned by 
Pontypridd bookmaker 
Tony Jeffries and ridden 
by the Vale’s Gavin 
Hughes, aged 18, won 
the adjacent hunts’ race. 

Gavin was riding his 
first winner and it was at 
this meeting that 
Bridgend’s Paul Hamer 
chalked-up his 97th 
winner when Len 
Harkins’s West Palm 
beat sole rival Little 
Herbert in the restricted. 

Tim Rooney had good 
cause to remember the 
1990 season as “The 
likeable 34-year-old 
farrier had a fall from 
Gunmetal Boy at the 
Ystrad which put him 
out for the season. Tim, 


who with 17 wins 
behind him was on 
course to take John 
Llewellyn’s Welsh 
record of 20 in a season. 
He was also challenging 
Philip Scholfield for the 
national title. Tim broke 
two bones in his right 
foot.” 

Under the heading 
‘Brilliant Evan Takes 
Honours’, this is what I 
had to say about present 
day National Hunt 
trainer, Llancarfan’s 
Evan Williams: 
“Nineteen-year-old Evan 
Williams earned the 
highest praise when he 
landed the Point-To- 
Point Owners’ 
Association race on 
Little Herbert at the 
Gelligaer Earmers’ Hunt 
Steeplechases. Despite 
losing his irons and reins 
when over-jumping at 
the last fence alongside 
Musical Shadow, Evan, 
from the Vale, somehow 
got back into the race 
and, in an exciting finish 
managed to get the 
former show-jumper 
back into the race and 
won by a neck. The 
Vale’s Kevin Cousins 
scored a shock in the 
maiden when winning 


on 20-1 shot Crown 
Royale and John 
Llewellyn rode his 15 th 
winner of the season 
when Timber Tool won 
the men’s open. 

I also reported that: 
"Timber Tool failed to 
make it 10 wins in a row 
when beaten by 
Katesville at the 
Llangeinor held at St 
Mary’s Hill, near 
Bridgend. Ridden by 
usual pilot Tim Rooney, 
Timber Tool set a 
relentless gallop which 
soon had the field of 
nine runners - apart 
from Katesville - trailing 
in his wake. 

“At one stage, around 
four fences from home, 
it looked as though 
Timber Tool was going 
to get clear of 
Katesville. However, 
Katesville’s rider Tim 
Jones, conjured up a 
good run out of the nine- 
year-old and taking the 
lead two fences from 
home, went on to score 
by two lengths.”
